TOMATO BLIGH 


The rainy weather of the last 
few weeks, while not amounting to | 
much on a weather report, has had 
its effects in the back-yard garden. 
Those amateur farmers who have 
not religiously, dusted or sprayed 
their tomatoes Mvith bordeaux pow- 
der are now paying the penalty in 
dying tomato plants. The tomato 
blight, practically the same as the 
potato blight, spreads best in damp 
weather, and the weather has been 
ideal during a great part of August.

GUN POWDER HILL 


We don't know if that is the exact 
title of the hill which we are think- 
ing of, but we refer to the hill be- 
tween ‘the old high school and Glen 
road. We have also heard it re- 
ferred to as “Pine hill”. 

Last year there was considerable 
logging on this hill, and we are 
happy, to report that much of the 
resulting slash is being cleaned up.

Another milestone in the event- 
ful. history of synthetic rubber 
may have been reacned with the 
announcement of a new method 
for making more tires at less cost.
